The New Year 


Happy New Year! With each recurring new year this season- 
able grecting and wish is extended by millions of people to each 
other. In some cases, no doubt, it is done as a mere matter of 


form, but probably the vast majority of people do sincerely hope | 


that the incoming year may bring a larger measure of happipess 
and a greater prosperity to their friends and neighbors, their coun- 
try and the world. 

The extending of this old-time wish, “Ilappy New Year,” if 
it is a sincere wish, implies much more than the utterance of the 
words, Jt imposes an obligation. If we sincerely wish that the 
new year may be a happy one. it is our duty to put forth the best 


that is in us to assist in bringing about a realization of our desire. | 


And if all our New Year greetings and hearty handclasps are ac- 
companied with a resolve to interpret them in definite actions 
throughout the year there is not the slightest question but that the 
new year now dawning will be a most happy one. 

There is every reason why 1922 should far surpass 1921 in hap- 
piness and prosperity for all. It is inconceivable, for instafice, that 
these Western Canadian Provinces should experience a repetition of 
the disasters which overtook the agricultural producers this year. 
Several years of poor crops in various sections of the country cul- 
minated this year in a crop, satisfactory on the whole so far as quan- 
tity of grain was concerned, but which, in the aggregate, did not 
yield to the producers the costs of production. Large in volume 
as the crop proved to be, it was a debt-producing crop rather than 
a debt-paying crop. Such a condition is not likely to be repeated 
in 1922. 

Industrial conditions were far from favorable during the year 
‘now closing, with the result that, not in Canada alone, but to an 
even greater extent in other countries, there was unemployment. 
The concensus of opinion now seems to be that the worst in this 
respect is past and that the new year will show a steady improve- 
ment. 

While taxation must for some years continue to be heavy in 
order to pay the war bills of the nations, the cost of living is stead- 
ily falling, so that the wage earner and the heads of families can 
look forward to a larger measure of relief on this score. 

A survey of world conditions is also hopeful. The dark cloud 
which has been hanging over our Empire in connection with Ire- 
land, and which threatened to break in a terrible storm of civil war, 
seems about to be dissipated. After long centuries of turmoil, 
agitation and strife, the Irish question appears to be on the eve 
of an amicable settlement. 

The much heralded Washington conference of the nations on 
the limitation of naval armaments has been a wonderful, almost a 
miraculous success, ‘The nations have found a basis of agreement 
to end the costly and dangerous race for naval supremacy. The 
probability of future wars is thus greatly lessened, and along with 
the removal of that threat, which was paralyzing the financial, in- 
dustrial, commercial and political world, confidence is returning and 
with it renewed business activity is certain. The reduction in the 
burden of taxation will likewise be considerable and will become 
suore and more apparent as time passes. 

All these circumstances give assurance that it is no idle wish 
to extend the greeting “Happy New Year.” What the world has 
long lacked is confidence. Let confidence be restored, and econ- 
omic conditions will soon right themselves. It should, however, be 
dorne in mind that each individual citizen can exert a powerful 
-imiluence in the right direction. Never more than now was there 
a‘titae when the dead past should be allowed to bury its dead. 
Rather, like St. Paul, the Canadian people should forget those things 
which are behind and press toward those things which are before. 

Pessimistic feelings should be curbed. Blue ruin talk rigidly 
avoided. Lxpressions of confidence and words of hopefulness and 
encotiragement should flow from every mouth, and our actions 
sheuld be in keeping with our words. If a person finds himself 
or-herself indulging in pessimistic feclings and the language of dis- 
couragement and despair, they should stop short. Such an atti- 
tude neither benefits themselves nor anybody else. It is a positive 
detriment to progress, destroys confidence, and is a constant source 
of unhappiness. 

Begin the new year right by cultivating a cheerful and hopeful 


disposition, 1t will make for happiness, your own and others, — It 
is the basic foundation for a “Happy New Year.”

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How To Ge Select 
Bacon Hogs From 


Present Breeding Stock 


The following article by Mr. W. F. 
Btevens recently appeared in the Mar 
ket Examiner, Calgary, and should be 
of interest to Western farmers: 


You ask for an opinion as to the} 


probable success of the present cam 
paign for ¢ 


ter pork production and 
especially g¢ er bacon production, 

Before venturing to comply with 
‘SS request, I will mention some of 
the things which are certain to pre 
vent success or at least reduce the ce 
gree of success, that might otherwise 
be attained, 

One is an unfavorable season 

that which followed the campaign 
1° greater bacon production in the 
autumn of 1917 and the winter of 1918 
A seasbn such as that, when drought 
destroyed most of the crop in the 
south must of necessity be followed 
by large numbers of hogs coming to 
the market unfinished and unfit 
the export bacon trade 

Another important factor in the case 
will be the attitude which the farmers 


suct 


for 


and packers assume towards each 
other; the extent to which each 
Btrives to understand the othe prob- 
lems and symp°thizes with his dif 


culties, will determine to a great de 
gree whether or not Western Canada 
is to figure largely in the export bacon 
trade ten years hence. 

If, the first time a farmer arrives 
on the market with a carload of hogs 
and finds that a large percentage ol 
them are rejected as “select bacon,” 
instead of trying to understand 
wherein they fall short of that stan- 
dard and wherein his methods of 
feeding or growing at fault, he 
immediately pronounces the whole 
business a fraud and a new device tor 
deceiving the producer; or if the buy- 
ers for the packing companies, instead 
of explaining wherein the grower has 
failed, assumes a lofty air towards him 
when he seeks information and then 
undertakes to justity himself by call 
ing all farmers a lot of bone-heads, 
who are incapable of getting the new 


idea—we will not get very far with 
our present campaign. 
However assuming that the condi 


tions are right, there will remain the 
necessity of our swine growers exer 
cising judgment in selecting proper 
sires to mate with the females they 
now possess and displaying skill in 
growing and finishing the offspring. 

The majority of swine growers will 
have to ask themselyes three ques- 
tions: 

(a) What breed produces the best 
hog from the packer’s standpoint? 

(b) What breed is best suited to 
Western Canadian conditions and 
methods of growing? 

(c) With what breed and type of 
sire must I mate the sows I now pos 
sess, in order to produce hogs that, 
with proper management, will be grad- 
ed as select bacon when offered for 
bale? 

There is no doubt that in the hands 
of men who understand growing them 
and under suitable conditions the 
Yorkshire comes nearest producing 
the best hog from the packer’s view- 
point. The man who has females of 
this breeding, who knows the methods 
necessary to success in growing pigs 
of this breed and who is able to pro- 
tect his animals against the ailments 
to which they are most subject— 
namely, synburnt and cracked skins-- 
should continue with them and he 
need not have any fears about where 
they will be classed. 

A close second to the Yorkshires, 
from the packer’s viewpoint, are the 
Tamworths. They have a slightly 
thicker and tougher skin than the 
Yorkshires, und therefore less likely 
to become sunburnt. This is a point 
in their favor from the standpoint of 
the grower—but they are perhaps the 
most restless and active of any of the 


breeds and this is a count against 
them, 
Hampshires when properly grown, 


develop an excellent carca for the 
bacon trade, and the grower who has 
females of Hampshires breeding can 
safely continue to keep his herd pure, 

The same applies to the “bacon 
type” Berkshires, One point must be 
kept in mind when selecting animals 
of this breed for breeding purposes: 
In order to produce prime Wiltshire 
bacon it is necessary that the layer of 
fat shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout the entire length the 
back. The Berkshires, as a 
have a tendency toward putting 
somewhat heavier covering of fat over 
their shoulders than along the rest of 
their spine. In order to produce hogs 
that do not have this defect, it is 
necessary to select breeding stock that 
4s smooth over the shoulders, 

A large number of western farmers 
have for some years past been grow: 
ing the thick, fat-backed variety ot 
has, and they are naturally asking 
what breed of sire should be selected 
in order to secure the premium that 
has been promised for animals of the 
bacon type? 

The man who has grade Berkshire 
sows of fair length, should be able to 

duce bacon hogs by mating hls 
eows with a boar of the longer type of 
the same breed, 

A boar of Hampshire breeding will 
lkewise throw pigs of good bacon co 
formation if bred to grade sows of fair 
length and depth of side. 

But the farmer whose brood sows 
are of a pronouced short, thick type, 
such as the Duroc-Jerseys, Poland

{can be counted upon the skyline fifty 
or more chimneys, all smokeless; in- 
deed, few show signs of utility. The 
harbor which, in 1914, was insufficient 
for the great number of ships serving 
‘the port, is now silent and empty ex- 
cept for the occasional official motor 
boat carrying the omnipresent Soviet 
control authority. 

Throughout the city the innumer- 
able Soviet officials bustling to and 
fro leave the impression that they 
are doing all the work in the world, 
but, as results can be judged only 
by what is achieved, little indeed is 
accomplished. 

As an instance of this, a barge con- 
taining coal has lain alongside one 
vessel for tweny-four hours waiting 
to load, but as the foreman has not 
received permission to begin work 
fully twenty men are standing idly 
by awaiting orders which, more like- 
iy than not, some incompetent offi- 
cial has forgotten to issue. 

Numerous incidents of a similar 
character could be quoted, all a 
striking monument to the futility of 
this regime, held out to the world for 
the betterment of humanity. Indus- 
try appears no longer to be the neces- 
sity of life, and tyranny, rampant and 
rabid, rules over all, 

The spacious quays are grass- 
grown from lack of use and pigs, 
goats and fowls wander unheeded 
over the empty spaces, while the 
waterside is thronged with people 
whose sole occupation and interest 
are in fishing, reminiscent of some 
fishing competition at an English 
pleasure resort. The powerful ‘cranes, 
standing gaunt and silent overhead 
bear eloquent testimony of the straits 
into which this city has fallen If 
the ports are the nerve-centres of a 
country, what more can this mean 
than that the body is paralyzed and 
almost beyond hope of recovery.

Wheat Growing In BC. 


Output Nearly Doubled This Year 
Owing to Good Weather 
Wheat production in ¢he Okanagan 
Valley this year amounted to about 
150,000 busheis against an output last 
year of 80,000 bushels. The acreage 
capable of producing grain in the 
Okanagan country is limited owing to 
the enormous output of fruit from 
that district, but weather conditions 
were ideal this season and the farmer 
got his crop away to the markets 

when prices were at their best. 

The nearly-doubled output this year 
was not occasioned by any great in- 
crease in the amount of acreage plac- 
ed under wheat during 1921, but is 
ascribed almost entirely to the im- 
proved weather and the asisstance 
given by the transportation compan- 
ies in shipping the wheat out of the 
country to points where the best 
| prices could be realized.

One thousand Mennonites, ocenpy- 
ing 18 cars, have arrived at Yellow 
Pine, Ala., from Saskatchewan, The 
colonists brought with them cows, 
horses, sheep, household effects, 
vehicles and farming implements, and 
they are prepared to immediately 
start housekeeping and preparation of 
the soil for next year’s crops.

Get Better Wages 
Than Before War 


Regulation of Prices Allows German 
Workmen Higher Ssale of Living 
Workmen in most parts of Germany 

are said now to be receiving better 

wages, everything considered, than 
prior to the war, and working shorter 
hours. This is particularly true of 
the occupied areas, according to Al: 

Hed army officers, who, in their line 

ot duty, have come in contact with 

the German working classes, 

That the workman is able to live 
better under present conditions is 
due, in a large measure, to the fact 
that strict regulation of the food 
prices have been enforced by Ger- 
man authorities and has prevented 
shopkeepers from boosting the cost 
of the necessitles of life, despite de 
| preciation in the value of the mark. 
This regulation applies chiefly to 
house rent, meat, potatoes and other 
staples produced within the country. 

Many luxuries have Increased in 
price, especially since the mark took 
au tumble, but the currency fluctuation 


has not materially affected food in 
the markets patronized by the work- 
jing classes, 


One hundred marks a day is con- 
sidered a fatr wage for the average 
working man, skilled workmen and 
miners receiving considerably more 
—-some as high as 200 marks a day— 
while the common laborer makes but 
60 or 60 marks for elght hours. 

Professors in the universities and 
school teachers’ maintain that they 
have not fared so well as the work- 
ing man, receiving on an average of 
less than $80 marks a day, 

Since the war the Germans do 
not eat as much as_ formerly, 
potatoes forming the principal article 
of food, Dark bread in three-pound 
loaves is sold for seyen marks, this 
being a mixture’ resembling rye 
bread as made in America, It is 
considered very wholesome,

Farmers in some of the older see 
tions of the prairie are finding that, 
owing to the presences of weeds and 
the lack of humus and soil fibre, thelr 
fields are not as productive as they 
were in the first years of farming,

lfood has been dissipated, consequent: 
ly, crop yields in these districts aro 
disappointingly low, 
| While there may be several romed- 
}les suggested for this condition of af: 
fairs, certain experiments that havo 
heen conducted would Indioate that 
an application of manure would be 
| beneficial, Commercial fertilizers 
have been found too expensive and 
while they may add available plant 
food, they do not increase the water 
retaining powers of the soil, nor do 
jthey to any great extent prevent soll 
drifting, 

Green crops, such as peas or vetches 
ploughed under, enrich the soil but 
owing to the dry climate and insuff- 
cient moisture in the soil very little 


plant food is made available for @ 
period of at least two years after 
ploughing under, Instances have 


frequently occurred where ploughing 
under green crops in the summer: 
|fallow year has decreased the wheat 
yields the succeeding season, Onco 
the decay of these green crops has 
become sufficiently advanced, then 
the humus in the soil 1s increased and 
the condition of the soil both physt- 
cally and chemically is benefitted. The 
soil is particularly enriched if it is a 


leguminous crop that is ploughed 
under, 
While there may be considerable 


tracts of land that will continue to 
produce heavy crops for a long period 
jor years, there are many sections 
;where the application of manure would 
increase crop yields, On the choco- 
liete clay soil on the Scott Experimen- 
\tal Station, ploughing under rotted 
jmanure has always increased crop 
yields, The six-year average up to 
the end of 1920 shows that 12 tons of 
rotted manure ploughed under increas- 
ed the yield of wheat by 4 bus., the 
yield of oats by 8 bus., and the yleld 
of barley by 10 bus. During the sea- 
)son of 1921 it was found that the yield 
‘of wheat was increased by six bush: 
lels per acre, barley was increased by 
seven bushels and oats by twelvo 
{bushels where manure was applied at 
the rate of 12 tons per acre, 

It was noticeable during the past 
season that not only did the manure 
increase the productiveness of the 
plots during the first cropping year 
after treating, but there was an in- 
crease in succeeding years. Three 
plots that were manured in 1915 and 
again in 1918 and summer-fallowed In 
1920 gave an average of almost eight 
bushels of wheat per acre more than 
three plots that had received identical 
treatment excepting that they had not 
jat any time received any manure. 

In the experiments above mention- 
ed, the manure used was well rotted, 
and was applied with a spreader. The 
manure was ploughed under in the 
autumn immediately after applying. 
Top dressing has been tested but has 
hot been found profitable on the Scott 
Station in Saskatchewan, 

It must be recognized that there is 
only a limited supply of manure avail- 
able and it is quite possible that 
ploughing under green crops of some 
jkind will be necessary in the future, 
Yet much can be done to maintain the 
productiveness of the flelds by making 
economical use of all the manure pro- 
duced on the farm; by destruction of 
weeds before they use up plant food 
and moisture; by keeping the soil in 
good silth; and by having a suitable 
rotation of crops—M. J. Tin!'ine, 
jSuperintendent, Experimental Station,

Scarcity of Big Game 


Number of Moose Killed In Saskat- 
chewan this Year Believed to be 
Smallest on Record 
“The big game season of 1921,” said 
F. Bradshaw, chief game guardian 
for Saskatchewan, “has been most dis- 
appointed as compared with last year. 
i The reports indicate that the supply 
| of deer has been well up to the aver- 
| age, but the number of moose taken 

was far below the usual. 

“It may -be remembered,” said Mr. 
Bradshaw, “that the moose were very 
plentiful last year, and more than 
1,200 were killed by licensed hunters, 
but this year it would be safe to say 
that the number killed will be the 
smallest yet recorded, It is difficult 
to account for this, but many reasons 
are advanced by hunters for this re- 
markable shortage. Some say it is 
due to the ravages of the moose tick 
which was _ reported to have been 
responsible for the loss of a great 
Many animals last spring. Others 
claim that the moose, owing to the 
open weather, found that the mus- 
kegs were not frozen at the time of 
the first snow, and for that reason 
they had not yet come down from 
the north. A good many attribute 
the shortage to the timber wolves,

to sip between ice crystals in a pan 
of freezing water. Yet eggs are 
; mostly water, and to lay well hens 
‘must drink freely. 
' A stove has been invented by a 
‘poultry man in the United States 
which, it is said, burns for a month 
without refilling and costs only 25 
cents a season to operate. Possibly 
any farmer or poultry man could rig 
up a cheaply constructed and cheaply 
maintained heater if he would give 
the matter a little thought. It would 
surely pay. a 

Any ordinary drinking vessel may 
be used. The tiny flame of a tiny 
stove supplies suflicient heat to keep 
the water from freezing, even in the 
coldest weather, The water never 
‘becomes hot and insipid. Supplied 
with plenty of pure drinking water at 
just the right temperature, the birds 
Puss drink freely and often.

“YOUR TEETH” 


THE FIFTY-TWO TEETH 


By REA PROCTOR McGED, 
DDS. M.D, Editor of "Oral 
Hygiene" - 


Every normal person will have in 
his lifetime fifty-two teeth, as many 
teeth as there are weeks in the year. 
| There are twenty teeth in the tem- 
porary set and thirty-two in the per- 


manent set. In each jaw the tempor- 


ary teeth will consist of two central | 


incisors, two lateral incisors, two cus- 
pids, two first molars and two second 
molars, 

There are no bicuspid teeth and no 
third molars in the temporary set; 
these are found only in the permanent 
teeth. 

Nature’s method of erupting or cut- 
ting the teeth is peculiar. 

The temporary teeth in baby’s jaws 
are developed in a little groove just 


like planting corn in a furrow in the | 


field. 

These little teeth have the enamel 
formed first and then the roots, 
teeth do not begin to erupt until a 
bony covering is grown from the edges 


of the developmental groove complete: | 


ly over the tops of the baby teeth, 


{ Then as soon as this job is com-, 


plete, nature at once begins to absorb 
the layer of bone so recently grown 
over the tops of these teeth and pres- 
ently the teeth, with the aid of blood 
pressure, push their way through bone 
and gum into the mouth.

Your 
business as a poultryman, as in any- 
thing else, will not amount to much 
unless you belleve, in it thoroughly 
yourself, and to believe in it, you 
must know it backwards, forwards 
and upside down, Learn all you 
possibly can about the food value of 
eggs, be able to say emphatically and 
sincerely that eggs are one of our 
best foods. Find new and attractive 
ways of cooking them, and let your 
wite spread the recipes over the 
| neighborhood. Encourage their use 
in the hot school lunch, and above all 
serve them on your own table. En- 
joy eggs! Then you will become a 
real live booster for the egg business.

It crossed the Mona- 
dhliath Mountains and the Caledonian 
Canal. It then altered its course and 
flew east by north and dropped four 
bombs in the north of Aberdeenshire, 
they re-crossed the coast near Cruden 
Bay. 

Over the North Sea the L-20 met 
heavy winds and was driven against 
high land at Handhaes in Norway, on 
the morning of May 8. The airship 
was badly injured and fell into a 
fjord and sank. Her commander was 
Captain-Lieutenant Stabert.

Is Placed Inside Pipe With Magnet 
Attached 


Many ingenious devices have been 
invented to measure the rate at which 
water or other fluid is flowing along 
a pipe, and one of the simplest and 
most effective is a new type produc: 
ed by a leading British firm of In- 
strument makers. The essential 

{part of the instrument is a small 
paddle wheel placed inside the pipe 
so that it rotates as the fluid moves 
along. This paddle wheel has at- 
tached to it a magnet, and in a sep- 
arate steel chamber immediately out- 
side there is another magnet which 
rotates like the first. When the pad- 
dle wheel moves and carries its mag- 
net round with it, the movement of 
this magnet pulls the second magnet 
round; and the speed of this second 
magnet therefore indicates the rate 
of the flow in the pipe. 
age of this arrangement is that the in- 
dicating part of the mechanism ts 
quite distinct from that through which 
the fluid is passing. 

All risk of the fluid finding its way 
into the indicating chamber is avoid- 
ed, and the instrument is therefore 
particularly well suited for use where 
|crude or hot ofl is employed. The 
makers suggest that this instrument 
is well adapted to measuring the rate 
of flow of oil in lubricating systems, 
and also the flow of oil fuel or cooling 
water in oil engines. 


England Is Over-Populated 


Expense Was Not Considered Forty| Has Over Six Hundred People to 


Square Mile 
“England’s unemployment problem 


were!is largely due to excess of popula- 


tion,” said F. C. Wade, K.C., agent- 
general for British Columbia, in ad- 
dressing those attending the annual 
meeting of the British Passenger 
Agents’ Association recently. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Wade pointed out that 
while Canada and Australia had a 
population of less than three to the 
square mile, England had 618, adding 
that the dominions were crying out 
for settlement, while the mother 
country was suffering tortures from 
over-population. 

Trade with the dominions also 
must be vigorously cultivated, sald 
Mr. Wade. At the time of Con- 
federation 57 per cent. of Canada’s 
imports were from the United King- 
dom. This 57 per cent., he added, 
had fallen to 17 per cent. Last year 
Canada imported only $216,000,000 
from the United Kingdom, as 
against $801,000,000 from the United 
States, this notwithstanding a 33% 


per cent. preference for British goods, | 


and a more favorable rate of exchange 
than the United States offered. ‘‘Un- 
less the United Kingdom aroused it- 
self and put a little of the money into 
developing a peace proposition that 


dominions would be lost,” said the 
agent-generail. ‘Unless British \em!- 
grants poured into the dominions, 
they would be occupied by others, 
with the result that the dominions 
might be lost as well as their trade,” 
added Mr. Wade in conclusion.

Australian Is Expert 
At Counting Sheep 


Enumerate Many Thousands 
Without An Error 

Counting sheep is an art, writes 
Will H. Ogilvie in the Daily Mail, 
There are many shepherds in Great 
Britain skilful and accurate in this 
branch of their work, but in Austra- 
lia one finds the supreme artist, the 
unapproachable expert. 

When a station manager or over- 
seer has a large mob of sheep to 
count he rounds them up at a sate 
leading from one paddock to another, 
These gates are double, opening from 
a block in the centre. 

He opens the two gates about three 
feet and lays a sapling or stick of 
some kind across the tops, lashing it 
in place with saddle straps or wire, 
preventing the gates from opening 
farther whatever the pressure from 
behind, and leaving an aperture of a 
couple of feet for the sheep to run 
through. 

He takes his stand on the wind- 
ward side to avoid the dust. Be- 
side, and a little behind him, stands 
his tallyman, who notches each hun- 
dred on a stick as it it called out to 
him, 

Soon the sheep are in full run, 
jostling, tumbling, leaping, in a con- 
tinuous stream; single file, two 
abreast, three together, or five in a 
cluster. 

The expert takes them as they 
come, covering them with a trained 
eye—cool, unfluttered, self-confident. 

Occasionally three or four fall; the 
stream becomes blocked and blurred, 
Then, stepping forward, he lifts his 
hand and steadies the avalanche till 
the way is clear.
